THE NEW 


EXPERIENCE ON U.S.S. SARATOGA 
Amateur operator, George Henning, WB4JFA, of South Dade and 
son were part of 130 civilians forced to stay overnight on the U.S:S. 
Saratoga, April 4. Rough seas caused the ship’s executive officer to 
scrub all disembarkation from the carrier. George’s experience is 
one that will not be forgotten. ‘‘I used my handheld to call home by 
establishing contact through the South Florida FM Assn. 16/76 
repeater,’”’ he said. ‘However, I wasn’t expecting such a long 
stay on board. I didn’t bring any backup battery packs, so I 
eventually lost contact with land.”’ The Navy had to resort in using 
a cellular telephone to make one minute calls to notify families 
ashore. Ironically, the crewman in charge of amateur communi- 
cations was stuck on shore with the key of the amateur 
ham shack. ‘Il was hoping they had 2 meters, it could have ac- 
celerated the time waiting to use the cellular phone,’ he added. 

On the bright side George received a personal tour of the very 
modern avionics and radio repair shops. This area was not part of 
the general tour. The visitors were all fed and given sleeping 
quarters. ‘“The bunks were not too comfortable, but the crew was 
extremely helpful and courteous,” he added. He concluded saying. 
“The next time I go on a ship I’ll be prepared. The carrier was an 
excellent place to handle traffic.”’

A life was saved by Dorothy, N4LSF, who witnessed a medical 
emergency. She made a call to net control advising and 911 (EMS) 
was sent to her location. The person had a heart attack and was 
stabilized and transported to the hospital. 

The next human interest story was at Jim, WB4KOB’s site. An 
alligator was pulled from the water weeds and was found to havea 
fishhook embedded deep within its mouth, and fishing line wrapped 
over its entire body. The fishing line was cut, but the hook was still 
embedded. The alligator started snapping, so Jim called for the 
Fish and Game warden and then put his radio to good use. While the 
alligator was snapping, Jim placed his IC-2AT into the alligator’s 
mouth and this passified the three-foot alligator into not biting.

If you apply for 
renewal under the grace period you must not operate until your 
new license arrives.

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DOES IT REALLY COUNT? 
By Dick Hill, WA4PFK, SM SFI. 

I still occasionally hear region reps checking in and telling the 
NCS to give the net credit for one received and already delivered. 
The region net should get credit for the message handled and the 
station who received the message and delivered it gets credit for 
both — BUT, the message was not handled on the net to which the 
rep was returning and should not be counted as traffic handled on 
the net. 

Along this same line, often when traffic is heavy a rep will QNI 
and tell the NCS he is holding some number of messages. If these 
are not handled on the net they should not be counted by the NCS — 
the purpose of the rep informing the NCS of how many QTC he 
already holds is so the NCS will know not to overload him. It is also 
important to remember that a region rep does NOT represent a net 
— it is the section which is represented, in the case of Florida the 
4RN and RN5 reps represent the combined Northern and Southern © 
Florida Sections. For Cycle 2 during the daytime, the combined 
section level nets for Florida are FMTN (12 noon, 7247) for the ‘‘up”’ 
cycle and TPTN (5 P.M., 3940) the ‘“‘down’”’ cycle. QFN (7 P.M. and | 
10 P.M., 3651) is the combined section level net for Cycle 4 during 
the evening. 

It is only these three nets which have official responsibility for 
designating region reps. The region net NCS may call for additional 
stations to act as alternates when traffic is heavy. Also, while it is 
not encouraged on a routine basis, a station may QNI a region net 
as a Fla. alt. if he holds traffic for the region net that was not 
passed on the appropriate section level net. There are, of course, 
several other section level, as well as local nets which are ex- 
tremely important in the dissemination of traffic. Florida is one of 
the areas with an extremely large flow of traffic. 

Everyone handling even just one piece of traffic should file a 
Station Activity Report (SAR) with their respective Section 
Manager (SM). These should be sent so they are received no later 
than the fifth of the month and are counted as follows: 


A. Originated (for others, not yourself) andsent ........ 2 points

The following is an excerpt from message NAVMARCORMARS 
9/87 originated by CHNAVMARCORMARS: Letters we like to 
receive — The following letter, quoted here with slight editing was 
recently received by this headquarters. It needs no explanation. 

‘Most letters written today are to complain or criticize. This is 
not at all that type. My letter is to express sincere thanks to a 
special person whom we do not know, probably will never know or 
even get the pleasure to meet. My wife and I havea son, Joe. He isa 
U.S. Marine aboard a U.S. Navy ship stationed somewhere in the 
Mediterranean Sea. On January 31, 1987, his ship was to sail home 
to the United States of America, but as current events have shown, 
that did not happen. His ship was now to be stationed off the coast of 
Lebanon. 

My wife and I worried, not knowing how he was or where he was, 
the last time we heard from him, he was heading home. On 
February 12, 1987, we received a phone call from an unknown 
person asking us if we would like to speak to someone by the name 
of Joe. This unknown person was aHam (MARS) Radio Operator, 
who was in touch with our son’s ship. 

He was relaying calls for servicemen and women to. their 
families here in the United States, probably all over the country. 
Excited to hear our son Joe’s voice, I am sorry to say I did not get 
the unknown person’s name or call sign. We did not even think 
about it at that time. However, later I thought about that unknown 
person and that is why I am writing this letter: to thank that 
unknown person. 

I hope I speak for all the mothers, fathers, wives, husbands, and 
families of all U.S. servicemen and women serving all over the 
world when I say “Thank you for giving us a service, free of 
charge, no strings attached and nothing asked for. Rare in today’s 
world.” 

Those who have made phone patches for persons widely 
separated can understand how the originator of the letter feels.

FOURTH FLY-IN BY POLK AMATEURS

The Polk County Civil Defense Amateur Communications Society 
public service club, ‘“‘The Polk Ham Club,” set up and operated its 
amateur radio station W4TUM at the Lakeland, Florida airport 
March 15-21, 1987. 

A message center was set up and the mobile communications 
van was used to send free messages as a public service for the 
many visitors of the Experimental Aircraft Associations Sun and 
Fun Fly-In. Message distribution was handled through the National 
Traffic System as sponsored by the American Radio Relay League, 
Inc. 

A total of 645 visitors signed the guest register at the message 
center, 383 of these were licensed amateur radio operators. A total 
of 308 messages were sent to 35 states and two countries (Canada 
and Venezuela). Eleven messages were returned undeliverable, 
unable to locate addressee by address or telephone number. 

Four staff and nineteen workers worked a total of 532.75 hours. 
The message and communications center was operated by 
members of the Polk Ham Club and Ham volunteers from Polk 
County and adjacent areas. Many of the volunteers hold multiple 
memberships in other organizations, such as the Amateur Radio 
Emergency Service, Radio Amateur Civil Emergency Service, the 
National Traffic System, The Lakeland Repeater Association, The 
Lake Wales Repeater Association, and other public service 
organizations. 

Directions and talk-in information was supplied through the 
Lakeland Repeater 146.685 Mhz. 

A total of 21 amateurs participated.

WOW! What a day! Sunday, March 15, 1987 at the Expo Center in 
Jrlando, Florida was a very busy day for 22 of our Volunteer 
“xaminers who helped get the 610 forms filled out, directed the 
upplicants to the testing rooms, watched over the testing, graded 
*xam papers and issued the new Certificates of Successful Com- 
jletion of the Examination. 

By the end of the day 127 candidates had been tested and 81 of 
them had upgraded or received CSCE’s. 23 unlicensed persons took 
fests and there were 6 new Novices, 4 new Techs and 4 new 
Generals from that group. Of the other upgrades 15 are new Extra 
Class, 13 are new Advanced Class, 16 other Generals, and 18 ad- 
ditional Techs. 

Among the 22 VE’s who helped was Pete Nissen, W4PTT from 
Jacksonville who guided the applicants through the maze of the 610 
forms. I want to thank all the VE’s and helpers who made this a 
very successful test session. 63.8% of the people passed and of all 
198 tests that were taken, 62.6% of them were also passed. These 
figures are a little above the National average, indicating to me 
that we are coming to these sessions a little bit better prepared.

SECURITY LIGHTS 
A number of residents have installed outside photo-electric 
security lights.

All candidates should bring their current FCC license and a copy 
of it to attach to the 610 form which will be available at the test site. 
A second form of identification is also desireable, such as a photo 
ID, or a drivers license. The tests will cost $4.00, payable in cash or 
by check made out to R.V. Mackey, CVE. These exams will be 
conducted under the Central Alabama Volunteer Exam Coor- 
dinators. 

This session will be the first one given after the Novice Enhan- 
cement rules went into effect March 20th. The Novice tests will bea 
30 question exam, given by two examiners who have General Class 
licenses. The Technican test will be 25 questions, and the new 
General Class test will also be 25 questions. The current ARRL 
study guide for Element 3 is still valid since all the 50 questions in 
the two exams are included in the guide. We wish all of you good 
luck in upgrading!
